the Sultan geU his metal for his coin. 
He was not allowed, however, to go 
along by the Asiatic route, and 
he 
therefore dressed himself aa a Mussul- 
man, embarked on the coast of Sahara 
in a small vessel, and landed between 
Cape Bojador and the Kio Deo, pro- 
tending to have been shipwrecked. ML 
Douls, having 
fallen in with 
soma 
Moors of a thoronglily barbarous sort^ 
went through a series of 
adventures 
which, accordinpc to his interesting ac- 
count, are almo-;t as thrilling as those 
recorded 
in "!Sho." 
He 
was not in 
danger of "hot-poiting," like the hero 
of that strange story, but the natives 
of the place whore he landed put irons 
on his feet and buried him to his neck 
in the sand for a foi-tnight. 
After this 
species of torture the members of the 
tribe were deeply 
impressed 
by 
his 
fortitude, and not only gave him his 
freedom but invit .d them to join them. 
He soon disco^erfid that they were 
blacliguards and 
ireebooters of 
the 
worst kind, an,I for live months he had 
to remain with them, helping them to 
plunder caravans. 
As ]\L Douls spoke 
Arabic he was believed lirmly to be a 
Mohammedan, and his manner of es- 
cape was as rem mtic as anything in 
fiction. 
The cliief of the tribe took a 
strong liking to him, and oifered him 
his daughter 
as a wife. 
M. 
Douls, 
however, had not the wherewithal to 
furnish a marriage portion of seven 
camels, and hu 
asked his 
intended 
father-in-law to allow him to return to 
his own eonntry—Turkey—in order to 
raise funds for the wedding. 
This was 
granted, and an escort 
accompanied 
the ingenious Gaul to southern Mo- 
rocco.

B. Blackstone, of the Chicago and Al- 
ton began his railroading by acting as 
roadman on the New York and New 
Haven road.

engineering corps. He 
started in on a gravel train as a con- 
ductor. 
That was on the old Prairie 
du Chien road.

The For Wayne and uhicago Oil Pipe 
Line Does It. 


Time and again Thb Sktutei. has 
directed attention to the scheme of con- 
structing an oil pipe line from the Oliio 
and Pennsylvania oil fields through Fort 
Wiiyne to Chicago. 


The project has taken shape enough 
to frighten Toledo, and public meetir-gs 
ara h;-ld to build a pix>e line to thac city, 
in order to stop the other line, which 
would necessarily ieolate the Buckeye 
town. 


At the exchange rooms, in Toledo, 
yesterday afternoon, a public meeting 
wub held 
Thtre were a large number 
oi oil men present, besides intere6.ted 
citisene, a-id a great interest was shown 
in tne project. 


Georgo W. Davis was made chairman 
of the meeting. 


In opening the meeting Mr. Davis 
said: 
"As regards an oil pipe line to 
Chicago as aga nst Toledo, we find the 
altitudes as surveyed by Jesse L. Wil- 
liams, a practical engineer, are as fol- 
lows, above Lake Erie: 
One mile west 
of Jonesville on the Lake Shore (old 
road) 560 feet; three miles east of Ken- 
dailviile, on tne Air Line road 415; ten 
miles north of Indiana line'(Ft. W., J. 
& S. road) 647. Altitude of the oil wells 
18 not given, but three miles south of 
Crestline it is 608 feet above Lake 
E:i ." 


x'he distance from oil field in southern 
Wood county to Chicago is about 260 
miles via Air Line road; distance from 
Oil territory to Toledo is about thirty 
miiee; a line from the oil field to Chicago 
cannot be built without running the oil 
over an elevation of fully 415 feet from 
the lowest depression of pipes on that 
line, whereas, from oil fields to Toledo is 
a descent of fully thirty-five feet. 


No doubt oil will run from the oil 
fields to Toledo without pumping, and 
to compare points of shipments from 
Toledo as against Chicago it will be 
found that Toledo, with its seventeen 
railroads, will reach as wide a fit-Id by 
rail as Chicago, and our water distribu- 
tion mu:ji; be far better than Chicago, as 
we reach the Straits of Mackinaw in 
some 100 miles less distance than Ctii- 
cago,^hich gives us the sweep of De- 
troit river, lake and river St. Clair, lakes 
Huron and Superior at materially lees 
distance than from Chicago.

The For Wayne and Chicago Oil Fli* 


line Dam It. 


Time and again Tan Scram, has 


directed attention to the scheme of con. 
stracting an, oil pipe line from the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania oil fields through Fort 
Wayne to Chicago. 


The project has taken shape enough 


to frighten Toledo, and public meetings 
are held to build a pipe line to than city, 
in order to stop the other line, which 
wonld necessarily isolate the Buckeye 
town'. 


At the exchange rooms, in Toledo, 


yesterday afternoon, a public meetiog 
was held, There were a large number 
of oil men present, besides interested 
citizens, and a great interest was shown 
in the project. 


Qeorgo W. Davis was made chairman 


of the meeting. 


In opening the meeting Mr. Davis 


laid: "As regards an oil pipe line to 
Chicago as against Toledo, we find the 
altitudes as surveyed by Jesse L. Wil- 
liams, a practical engineer, are as fol- 
lows, above Lake Erie: One mile west 
of Jonesville on the Lake Shore (old 
road) 660 feet; three miles east of Ken- 
dallville, on the Air Line road 416; ten 
miles north of Indiana UneVFt. W.. J. 
& 0. road) 647. Altitude of the oil wells 
is not given, bnt three miles south of 
Crestline it is 608 feet above Lake 
Elie." 


The distance from on field in southern 


Wood county to Chicago Is about 360 
miles Tia Air Line road; distance from 
oil territory to Toledo is about thirty 
miles; a line from theoil field to Chicago 
cannot be built without running the oil 
over an elevation of fnlly 416 feet from 
the lowest depression of pipes on that 
line, whereas, from oil fields to Toledo is 
a descent of fnlly thirtj.fl-e feet 


No doubt oil will ran from tha oil 
fields to Toledo without pumping, and 
to compare points of shipments from 
Toledo as against Chicago it will be 
fonud that Toledo, with its seventeen 
railroads, will reach as wide a field by 
rail as Chicago, and our water distribu- 
tion must be far better than Chicago, as 
we reach the Straits of Mackinaw in 
some 100 miles less distance than Chi- 
oago,-whioh gives us the sweep ol De- 
troit river, lake and river St. Olair, lakes 
Huron and Superior at materially law 
distance than from Chicago.
